Growing by degrees 


It’s not that unusual to be a 
“nontraditional” college student 
these days. But it is still unusual 
to received Presidential Scholar 
honors. 

And that award will go to 
Andover’s Judy Yost, a pastoral 
minister at St. Augustine’s 
parish, when she graduates Sun- 
day from Merrimack College 
with a B.A. in religious studies 
and philosophy, and also an asso- 
ciate degree in ministry. 

“Il have somewhere around a 
3.95 average,” she says. “I think I 
got one B.” 

For Yost, the college degree 
has been a long time coming. She 
hasn’t been to school since 1968, 
when she completed two years of 
at St. Anselm School of Nursing, 
married her husband, Richard, 
and worked to help put him 
through medical school. He has 
been in practice as an oral sur- 
geon for 22 years, with an office 
in Reading. 

The family moved to Andover 
about 15 1/2 years ago, “and we 
became very involved in St. 
Augustine’s and in the communi- 
ty at large,” she says. 

The two also have four chil- 
dren. Melissa, 28, a 1989 graduate 
of Phillips Academy, who is now 
a tax attorney for Arthur Ander- 
sen; Richard Jr., 24, who works as 


a civil engineer in the San Fran- 
cisco area; Matthew, almost 21, a 
sophomore at UMass Amherst 
and former soccer star at 
Andover High School, who hopes 
to become a teacher and a coach; 
and Jonathan, 12, a student at 
Doherty Middle School. 

Yost, who did complete her 
nursing degree taking courses 
part-time after she married, says 
she is very thankful for her fami- 
ly, and in fact considers raising 
her children her “greatest accom- 
plishment,” but has always 
regretted not getting her bache- 
lor’s degree. “I was almost 
ashamed that I hadn’t finished,” 
she says. 

So after working for a time as 
a pastoral minister for the 
church, which involves doing the 
work of a deacon, including visit- 
ing and bringing the Eucharist to 
the sick at home or in area nurs- 
ing homes, “I realized I wanted a 
richer background in philosophy 
and theology. I had spoken with 
several people at (Merrimack), 
and was strongly encouraged by 
Dr. Joseph Kelley,” then dean of 
student life and now vice presi- 
dent for mission effectiveness 
and director of the Center for 
Augustinian Study and Legacy.

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Meehan makes it official: No limit on his terms

Congressman Martin Meehan final- 
ly made official this past weekend what 
everybody in the region has known for 
months: He will break his term-limits 
pledge and seek a fifth term in Con- 


Meehan, a Democrat from Lowell 
whose district includes Andover, 
began last fall to set the groundwork 
for what he has called a change of 
mind. Since then, he has acknowledged 
numerous times that his pledge, made 
in a 1992 campaign to unseat then- 
incumbent Chester Atkins, was “a mis- 
take.” 

In a letter to constituents, Meehan 
suggests that he’s running again more 
for the sake of his constituents than 
himself. He cites success in campaign 
finance reform, economic develop- 
ment, fighting crime, education and 
accountability, and says that, “with the 
failure of term limits legislation 
nationally, to arbitrarily limit my own 
service puts the people I represent at a 
disadvantage.” 

A very vocal contingent of support- 
ers agrees with him. 

Over the weekend, two Boston 
Globe columnists weighed in with 
praises for the decision. U.S. Senator 
Ted Kennedy lauded Meehan, calling 
his reversal a sign of “maturity.” 

A number of newspapers, including 
Meehan’s hometown Lowell Sun, have 
endorsed his decision. 

And even Atkins, who Meehan 
deposed seven years ago, has sent a let- 
ter of support, again reciting the turn- 
around in the national economy, and 
noting that, “In deciding to run for 
reelection Marty Meehan is simply 
responding to the wishes of his con- 
stituents in the 5th Congressional dis- 
trict. It is a sign of his maturity as a 
leader that he is willing to adjust posi- 
tions that were taken seven years ago 
in dramatically different circum-

While support for 
the creation of an his- 
toric district in Shaw- 
sheen Village seemed to 
be gathering momen- 
tum at Town Meeting 
Tuesday, it couldn't 
muster the necessary two-thirds 
majority. 

Article 84 required at least 240 
votes in favor, and the split was 
227-132 after lengthy debate Tues- 
day night. 

However, “Since this was such 
a close vote, it clearly leaves the 
door open for this proposal to be 
revisited,” says Ray H. Flynn, 
chairman of the Shawsheen His- 
toric District Study Committee. 

While supporters argued that 
Shawsheen Village is one of the 
most unique historic areas of the 
United States and deserves to be 
protected by a local historical com- 
mission, opponents cited potential 
financial hardship to homeowners 
in compliance with district regula- 
tions and in legal appeals costs, 
and unwillingness to submit to a 
neighborhood authority in matters 
of their property. 

Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Miller said he opposed 
the formation of the district 
because it allowed the historic dis-

But John Brockelman, executive 
director of the Massachusetts Republi- 
can Party, contends the vote is official, 
and says the party may legally chal- 
lenge Meehan’s ability to serve another 
term. 

Whether the letter causes Meehan 
any more than simple embarrassment, 
he says while he has changed his mind 
about term limits, part of the reason 
for his decision is that his seniority 
changed so rapidly. 

“There has been more turnover in 
the Congress in that past six years than

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COPS funds to boost local police computer network 


U.S. Rep. Marty Meehan, D-Lowell, 
announced that the U.S. Department of 
Justice has awarded Andover $71,400 
that will allow the town to fund the 
acquisition of equipment and technolo- 


Andover’s Police Department uses 
radio-frequency-based laptop comput- 
ers in police cruisers. The grant will 
enable the department to upgrade to a 
cellular digital-based network, con- 
nected to the police department main- 
frame. 

The funding is provided under the 


Community Oriented Policing Ser- 
vices (COPS) MORE program. This 
award is part of President Clinton’s 
initiative to add 100,000 new police in 
America’s communities. 

“I know that the citizens of Andover 
will benefit tremendously from this 
new technology,” said Meehan, a for- 
mer Massachusetts prosecutor. “This 
cellular-digital equipment will not 
only help fight crime, but will improve 
public safety in Andover neighbor- 
hoods by increasing the effectiveness 
of cruisers ‘on the beat.’ I supported 


the federal crime bill because I believe 
in the value of programs such as COPS 
MORE.” 

COPS MORE provides one-year 
grants to local law enforcement agen- 
cies to fund the acquisition of equip- 
ment and technology or the hiring of 
civilians, which will reduce the time 
officers spend doing administrative 
tasks and increase the time they spend 
on the beat. 

“We are immensely grateful for Con- 
gressman Meehan’s help in bringing 
home this critical support for 


Andover’s police department,” said 
Andover Police Lt. Richard Enos. 
“Currently, all Andover police cruisers 
have laptops that are connected 
through a radio-based frequency.

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Upgrade for Youth Services may be ahead 


By Neil Fater 

Andover’s youth services pro- 
gram may soon mature into its 
own division. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczyn- 
ski is currently deciding if Youth 
Services Director Bill Fahey and 
his growing program are ready to 
break out on their own — and 
receive more of the town’s 
money. 

“Tm leaning toward providing 
more resources around what he 
is doing,” says Stapczynski. 

Stapczynski has met several 
times with Fahey since March 8, 
when selectmen heavily praised 
Fahey and his department during 
a budget discussion (“Board 
lauds Youth Services director,” 
Townsman, March 11). 

Selectmen suggested that 
Fahey should receive a raise and 
a larger budget, in part because 
they were afraid he might leave 
Andover for more lucrative offers 
from other towns. 

When Fahey started his job in 
Andover, his salary was paid by a 
state grant. Fahey made a good 
impression, essentially created 
Youth Services himself, and is 
now a town employee under the

Department of Community Ser- 
vices. Although Fahey says a job 
description was never created for 
him, he has created new pro- 
grams for kids each _ season. 
Selectmen themselves note Fahey 
works close to 60 or 70 hours per 
week. 

That may be part of the reason 
why Stapczynski says he’s been 
talking to Fahey “about making 
him a division and about the 


kinds of thoughts and plans that | 


he would bring to that; what his 
vision is for youth programs.” 

Encouraged by three recent 
meetings with Stapczynski, 
Fahey says for the first time that 
he feels he will have a permanent 
place in Andover. 

He many also soon have a bet- 
ter-paying place, too. 

Fahey thinks Stapczynski will 
discuss his salary the next time 
they meet, he says. 

Fahey’s salary did not come 
close to cracking the list of the 
360 top-paying town positions, 
published in the Townsman last 
week. That list included employ- 
ees paid $51,000 or more in 1998. 
According to figures provided by 
the town, Fahey was paid $41,562 
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in 1998. 

Selectman 
Brian Major, a 
vocal advocate of 
youth programs, 
says he expects 
Stapczynski to 
decide if there will 
be a Youth Ser- 
vices change 
before the new 
budget cycle 
starts, July 1. 

“Tf that’s the 
case, then the town 
manager can 
decide whether to 
create a new divi- 
sion, or do something differently, as far as 
how the departments are organized,” says 
Major. “It’s possible (Youth Services) could 
become an entity in itself.” 

Stapczynski says further expansion of the 
Youth Services program would include a 
more active role for Youth Services in creat- 
ing both middle-school and high-school activ- 
ities. 

“Actually, it presents Andover with an 
opportunity to be on the front lines of being 
proactive for kids,” says Stapczynski, of a 
possible change.

“Right now I know the town manager is 
looking at all the elements of Youth Services 
and how it will be developed,” says Fahey. “I 
feel good about this. I feel real positive about 
meeting with him. He’s spent a good chunk of 
time going over all the developmental pieces 
of the program.” 

Each year since Fahey arrived in 1994, he 
has expanded his department’s reach and 
activities. Selectmen went out of their way 
March 8 to say that Fahey has positively 
influenced “thousands” of young lives in 
Andover. 

Although these comments were meant to 
show Fahey that his work is appreciated, 
selectmen also irked some town workers who 
say certain employees believe they deserve 
better pay for their work, also. 

Perhaps because of this, Chairman John 
Hess says any decision about Youth Services’ 
structure, and Fahey’s salary, will be part of a 
townwide analysis. 

“The town is in the middle of a grade 
study. As I understand it, (any change for 
Fahey) would be part of that — reevaluating 
what people’s responsibilities are,” says 
Hess. “Certainly everybody feels that Bill is 
well worth it, but we also are an organization 
that has to follow procedures, and we can’t 
just single one person out when there may be 
others (who deserve similar treatment).”

The way it 
should be done 


It remains to be seen — or perhaps 
smelled — whether a proposed plant that 
would convert waste food to fertilizer in 
Lawrence will be good for that city, and 
not foul the air in Andover. 

But one thing is already abundantly 
clear. The process now under way to 
decide if a Canadian company can build 
that plant at Riverside Industrial Park, 
just across the Andover line, is starting 
out infinitely better than the one that 
resulted in a cellular phone tower just 
over the back fence from residents of 
Shepley Street. 

In the case of the cellular tower, there 
was no Official notice to Andover abut- 
ters, as is required by law. Nor did Nex- 
tel, which erected the tower, make any 
attempt to inform neighbors of its inten- 
tions. One day the tower wasn’t there, 
the next day it was, looming so close to 
the property of one residence that it 
looks like one could practically reach 
across the fence and touch it. 

The result has been a court battle, 
efforts (ultimately withdrawn) at the 
Town Meeting just completed to enlist 
taxpayer money to fight Nextel, and end- 
less ill will between two communities 
that have much better things to do. 

By contrast, the permitting process for 
the proposed fertilizer plant hasn't really 
even begun, but Lawrence planning offi- 
cials are being up front and open about 
what they know and don’t know so far. 
Bill Luster, director of planning and 
development in Lawrence, says he wel- 
come’s Andover’s scrutiny of that plan- 
ning process as it proceeds.

Don’t just accept 
power plant claims 


Editor, Townsman: 

This is in response to the letter by Tom 
Favinger, project manager, Nickel Hill 
Energy. 

Your letter to the editor last week (‘Get 
the facts on proposed power plant,” 
Townsman, May 6) paints a benign pic- 
ture of the 750-megawatt power plant Con- 
stellation Power is proposing in Dracut. If 
indeed this power plant is so benign, then 
give the citizens of the river communities 
surrounding the plant a written, legally 
binding, financially backed guarantee of 
claims like the following, which you make 
regarding our health, safety and property 
values: “... quality of air you breathe will 
not be negatively impacted ... no impact 
on property values in the immediate 
vicinity ... will not be heard in Andover 
when operational (which means it will 
never be heard, since the plant plans to 
operate 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week) ... will not impact the Merrimack 
River in a negative manner.” 

You state this plant will “eliminate 
thousands of tons per year of pollutants 
by replacing older, much less efficient oil- 
and coal-fired plants.” Says who? Which 
plants? When? 

If this plant is as environmentally 
unintrusive as you claim, then why does 
the Massachusetts Energy Facilities Sit- 
ing Board involve a 12:month procedure, 
* and why, in your words, does the “state 
permitting process extend over 12 to 18 
months, with the state agencies scrutiniz- 
ing virtually every aspect of the proposed 
facility?” 

If this proposed plant is “state of the 
art,” then why isn’t Constellation propos- 
ing a non-ammonia technology for emis- 
sions control? And if the plant “burns 
clean,” then why are emission offsets 
required for VOC and Nox emissions at a 
ratio of 1.26 to 1? 

Finally, how can you say that this 
plant is situated in a sparsely populated 
area, when there are at least 3,100 homes 
within a 2.4mile radius of this proposed 
plant, not to mention schools, churches 
and commercial enterprises? 

The people of Dracut and the surround- 
ing communities do deserve the facts, not 
blanket statements that hopefully will 
make us feel better. Getting the facts con- 
tinues to be MVRE’s objective. Maybe 
some of your claims will turn out to be 
accurate, but we certainly aren’t going to 
accept them at face value.

problem is the poor state of the roads in 
the area.” Further commercial growth at 
the same rate of the GI project will trans- 
late into 470 new “trips” per peak hour for 
a total of 705 additional cars driving 
through Ballardvale per day. 

The “F” rating indicates the worst safe- 
ty and congested intersection in the state. 
At the April 13 public hearing, residents 
expressed their frustration with the traf- 
fic backups at three different times of the 
day and night as shifts end at the industri- 
al parks. There was much concern and 
numerous testimonials regarding the loss 
of cats and dogs to traffic and trucking on 
River Street. Residents have had children 
hit by cars and some even remember a 
house being hit. How can the Planning 
Board justify adding even a single car to a 
situation that has already been proven to 
be at the worst safety level in the state? 

The safety issue is not just limited to 
River Street. The traffic continues to 
Andover and Clark streets as it works its 
way to Dascomb Road and onto I-98. Bal- 
lardvale is the only current historic dis- 
trict in the town. The residents at Ballard- 
vale pay taxes on their homes and many 
of the properties are three-generation 
ownership. Don’t let a short-term boom in 


commercial real estate force out a strong 
neighborhood. 

Planning Board member Chiozzi sug- 
gested a “No Left Turn” sign be placed at 
River and Andover streets in the p.m., 
and a “No Right Turn” sign at Dascomb 
and Clark roads in the am. Mr. Chiozzi 
felt this would discourage people from dri- 
ving through the village and encourage 
them to stay on the interstate. 

Anoother proposed solution would be 
to post “Andover Residents Only” signs at 
both ends of River Street, one at Lowell 
Junction Road and the other at the 
Andover Street intersection, in order to 
preserve this historic neighborhood. 

With the improvements on I-98 and the 
addition of the breakdown lane at the Das- 
comb Road section, as well as the signal 
lights at the intersection of Ballardvale 
Road and 125, it is a good time for the 
Planning Board to adopt this stance 
against such unplanned industrial 
growth. 

The responsibility is not with the 
industrial corporations in the Lowell 
Junction area, but with the Planning 
Board. It is their obligation to plan the 
safe and suitable growth in different areas 
of town. They must see that each proposal 
is not a small, isolated GI project.

It was held at the 
Rolling Green, and consisted of small 
group seminars dealing with communica- 
tion between teens and parents, how to 
deal with peer pressure, education on 
drug and alcohol abuse, as well as the dan- 
gers of smoking, and discrimination. 

I came away from those seminars with 
an acute awareness of what problems lay 
ahead for my daughter and I in the 
upcoming school years, and an incredible 
admiration for the students at Andover 
High School who spoke with us and 
addressed these issues. 

I remember thinking how open and 
honest they were and how, to me, it took a 
lot of courage to stand up in front of us 
and lead us in discussions and try to get 
us to see problems in a new light. I also 
attended “Bridging he Gap” the following 
year with my son and stepson, and was, 
again, impressed by these young people. I 
hoped that when my seventh-graders 
were in the high school, they too would 
participate in such a great opportunity 
and give back some of what they had 
learned over the years. 

This year, the seminar was called 
“Making Connections.” Not only did two 
of my high schoolers participate as group 
leaders, but my youngest daughter and I 
attended. We learned quite a bit about 
each other and other students’ fears and

hopes in decision making and how to han- 
dle tough situations. 

I was so proud that my kids were giv- 
ing back in such a great way and I was 
very proud of all the high school kids who 
talked to us openly and honestly about 
their experiences both good and bad. * 

‘Some of the parents were outright rude 
and hostile to these kids, but the group 
leaders handled themselves with dignity 
and honesty and should be very proud of 
themselves. Here we have what is right 
about our schools and our town, and we 
should be thankful that we have such 
great kids at our high school. I am grate- 
ful to the Health Services Department for 
putting this on, and to the kids from the 
high school for a job well done.

Contradictory 
statements on plant 


Editor, Townsman: 

One of the reasons to oppose the pro- 
posed Nickel Hill Energy Project is that 
the management of the project cannot be 
trusted to tell the truth. 

Mr. Favinger, the project manager for 
the proposed Nickel Hill energy project 
in Dracut, made statements in last 
week’s letter to the editor that directly 
contradict information put forward by 
Nickel Hill at their information night 
and in their Energy Facility Siting Board 
application. 

First, the sound analysis that was 
done by Nickel Hill consultants to esti- 
mate what the sound levels from the 
operational plant are expected to be, 
showed increased levels of nighttime 
sound in Andover. Mr. Favinger’s state- 
ment that “Nickel Hill will not be heard 
in Andover when operational,” is not 
true, based on his own analysis. 

Second, Mr. Favinger’s statement that 
“the quality of the air you breathe will 
not be negatively impacted by the Nickel 
Hill project,” again contradicts the infor- 
mation provided by his own company. 
According to the information provided 
by Nickel Hill, the proposed plant will 
emit tons of carbon monoxide, nitrogen 
oxides and volatile organic compounds. 
Does Mr. Favinger want us to believe 
that adding these chemicals to the air we 
breathe will improve it? 

Finally, Mr. Favinger suggests that 
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“there will be no impact on property val- 
ues.” I have questioned him directly on 
this issue. He will look you straight in 
the eye and tell you that a house next to 
one of his power plants will have the 
same value as the same house 10 miles 
away from the power plant. No matter 
what studies he wants to show on this, I 
hope Merrimack Valley residents are 
smart enough to realize when someone is 
not being honest with them. 

In allowing a company to build a 
power plant, the community must put a 
lot of trust in what the company says 
they are going to do. By trying to mislead 
people on the simple issues, the people of 
Nickel Hill Energy Project have demon- 
strated that they are not to be trusted. 
How can we trust them with the safety of 
our communities and the environment?

From benchmarks 
to frameworks, 
Andover keeping 
tabs on student 
achievement

While some school systems resort to 
“teaching to the test” to make sure students 
do well on MCAS exams, those in charge of 
curriculum in Andover schools consider it a 
piece of a larger picture. 

“We need to have some measure at the end 
of every grade level. It’s too late to find out at 
the end of fourth grade that a student has 
gaps in learning” says Steve Jankauskus, 
assistant principal at South School and mem- 
ber of the Andover schools curriculum coun- 
cil on math. 

When the state required through Educa- 
tion Reform that local systems align their 
curriculum to state frameworks, Andover 
began creating its own assessment at every 
grade level. 

The state’s attempt to do the same took the 
form of the MCAS (Massachusetts Compre- 
hensive Assessment Test), which is now 
given to students in fourth, eighth and tenth 
grades. At least one major difference between 
the local assessments and MCAS, however, is 
that beginning with the class of 2003, students 
must pass the 10th-grade MCAS exam in 
order to graduate. 

While not everyone is a fan of the way 
MCAS tests are administered, several teach- 
ers believe the state assessments are valu- 
able. 

“Should there be standards that we mea- 
sure kids against? Absolutely,” Jankauskus 
says. 

Fifth-grade science teacher Gayle 
Pinkowski, also a member of the curriculum 
council, agrees. 

“At some point in the career of students, 
they need to be accountable for information,” 
she says. 

Lois Roberts, program advisor for the Eng- 
lish department at Andover High School, 
says the English Language Arts portion of 
the MCAS tests, at least for the high school 
level, has made a major change in the focus of 
curriculum. 

“We haven’t had any way of finding out, 
other than individual teachers’ tests, how 
well these kids were reading and writing. 
You just sort of had to guess. It was kind of 
like batting in the dark,” Roberts says. 

Since MCAS tests focus on reading and 
writing skills rather than content, students 
are not as responsible reading The Great 
Gatsby as they are responsible for being able 
to analyze and write about it. 

Is there any problem with ‘changing the 
focus of English classes from content to skill?

“Not for me,” says Roberts, who 
this year teaches a freshman English 
class and a class on the short story. 

The English Language Arts MCAS 
test for fourth-graders was not so 
well received, says Marinel 
McGrath, assistant superintendent 
and head of the curriculum councils. 

Teachers say the reading compre- 
hension level of the literature given 
to fourth-graders was at a seventh- or 
ninth-grade reading level, McGrath 
says. While fourth-graders may have 
been able to handle a test of reading 
material in the fourth- to sixth-grade 
reading levels, the test given last 
year was too strenuous, she says — a 
problem the state is planning to 
address. 

Jankauskus says the long period 
of time between taking the test and 
getting results is also problem for 
students, particularly results-orient- 
ed students who worry about their 
score. 

Roberts agrees the time lag is too 
long, particularly for students who 
will eventually be required to pass 


the test to graduate. 

“It’s tough. If a kid fails in eighth 
grade, we won’t know until halfway 
through ninth grade. By then it’s too 
late for us to remediate,” Roberts 
says. 

Students who fail the 10th-grade 
test on the second try wouldn’t get 
their results back in time to take the 
test again before their scheduled 
graduation date, she says. 

The local assessments deliver 
more immediate results, and take 
less time. MCAS tests take a few 
hours a day for two weeks a year, 
while local assessments probably 
take one or two class period per sub- 
ject annually, teachers say. 

Now that the lengthy MCAS tests 
are required of students in three 
grades, school administrators are 
taking another look at which stan- 
dardized tests produce results that 
are worth taxpayers’ money, and 
students’ and teachers’ time. 

The administration and scoring of 
national standardized tests can cost 
the school system as much as 


$20,000, McGrath says. 

The local assessments “are really 
a monitoring tool for us,” McGrath 
says, to determine if students are 
meeting the curriculum standards 
set by Andover schools. 

The local tests are being devel- 
oped by teachers like Pinkowski, 
who serve on discipline-specific cur- 
riculum councils. 

“T wouldn’t consider this a stan- 
dardized test. It’s based on our spe- 
cific curriculum. It’s not something 
someone pulls out of a hat,” she 
says. 

The Andover schools’ five-year 
curriculum plan includes’ three 
strategies to improve student assess- 
ment, according to McGrath’s 1997 
report: development of local grade 
level tests to see if students are meet- 
ing local benchmarks; preparation 
for MCAS testing, which tests how 
well Andover meets state frame- 
works; and the switch to a new for- 
mat for elementary school report 
cards consistent with grade level 
benchmarks.

Andover High says they care 
to victims of Colorado tragedy 


When tragedy struck the Columbine High 
School in Littleton, Colorado last month, 
Andover High School freshman Ashley 
Rodriguez decided she wanted to do some- 
thing for grieving students, to show that 
Andover High School students care. 

“There are so many similarities between 


our schools,” Ashley says of Andover High 
and Columbine High, where 14 students died 
in the suicidal shooting rampage of two 
boys. “We all get along with each other, but I 
guess somebody (at Columbine High) didn’t 
feel like that,” she says. 

Ashley first thought of sending cards or 
flower to the Colorado 
students coping with 
the tragedy, but after 
talking the matter over 
with her guidance 
counselor Kim Bergey 
and Principal Larry 
Robinson, she decided 
to send a_ banner 
signed by AHS stu- 
dents. 

The banner features 
the song lyrics “I can 
see clearly now, the 
rain is gone, it’s going 
to be a bright, sun 
shiny day” and is filled 
with signatures and 
notes of encourage- 
ment and sympathy 
from AHS students. 

The banner, about 
20 feet of construction 
paper, was created by 
students with the help 
of AHS art teacher 
Dolores Dunning, Ash- 
ley says, and was 
spread out for signing 
in the cafeteria for sev- 
eral lunch periods. 

“Our principal 
wants us to learn from 
their mistakes. To 
learn that we should be 
together, talk to each 
other, and not to tease 
other people because it 
does hurt inside,” Ash- 
ley says. “I just really 
hope it doesn’t happen 
here.”

state law. 

The local bylaw allows the com- 
mission to regulate things like 
protection of the drinking water 
supply (Haggetts Pond) and to 
hire independent environmental 
consultants at a  developer’s 
expense. 

Voters defeated the first ver- 
sion of the bylaw at last year’s 
Town Meeting, after lengthy dis 
cussion of how it would affect 
existing homes. 

ConsCom member Don Cooper 
told residents this year’s version 
addressed their concerns, and is 
designed to apply to new develop- 
ment, and exempts existing single- 
family homes and sewer project. 

“We have been market driven. 
We gave you the changes you 
asked for,” Cooper said. 

Selectmen endorsed passage of 
the bylaw, including Dr. Larry 
Larsen who said he voted against 


it last year. 

“No one with an existing single 
family home will be troubled by 
this. Sandboxes will not be violat- 
ed,” Larsen said. 

While several residents spoke 
against the bylaw last year, sever- 
al residents spoke in favor of the 
version proposed this year. 

Members of the Planning 
Board voted to take no position on 
the article, reported board mem- 
ber Linn Andersen, who added 
that four out of five board mem- 
bers “had a serious concern about 
the need for an additional bylaw,” 
and that the bylaw “may burden 
some property owners.”

The Downtown Andover Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation (DANA) decided the best way to encour- 
age the right mix of businesses downtown may 
not be through legislation, so at Monday’s Town 
ARTICLE Meeting they withdrew their effort to create a so- 
4 called “No-Dilbert” zone in the downtown, aimed 
at reserving most first-floor space for retail. 
Voters approved withdrawal of Article 64, 
which would have created a new “Downtown General Busi- 
ness District” within the zoning bylaw. 

DANA member Denis Ryan said he plans to work with 
planners, residents, town officials and local business own- 
ers to keep retail spaces used for retail business, as 
opposed to office space, he says. 

“T’m looking forward to developing a bylaw that is best 
for the entire community,” Ryan told voters. 

While the Board of Selectmen had voted to recommend 
approval of the article, Planning Board members liked the 
idea but couldn’t support it as written, they said. Ryan also 
said he wanted the article to have support of the Chamber 
of Commerce, which it did not. 

“We were sensitive to that,” Ryan said. 

Miller said he looks at the withdrawal of the article as 
an opportunity for planners, merchants, landlords and res- 
idents to get together and endorse a downtown master 
plan, rather than trying to coordinate proposals made by 
different groups in town. 

Ryan agreed. 

“We’re really all on the same page,” he said. 

Miller says he plans to hold more public forums on the 
needs of downtown. “It’s not really us against them,” he 
said of downtown planning efforts. 

DANA member Abigail O’Hara, who cast one of the few 
dissenting votes, said she considered arguing against with- 
drawal of the article.

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Voters split on

Town Meeting voters 
agreed to increase setbacks of 
new construction in the SRA 
zoning district © Monday 
night, but defeated for the 
second time a proposal that 
would allow small subdivi- 
sions to use the cluster method of laying 
out homes. 

The yes vote went to Article 54, spon- 
sored by resident Abigail O’Hara, by 
more than a two-thirds majority. 

O’Hara says she proposed the article 
to keep developers from tearing down 
small homes and replacing them with 
new, larger homes in the SRA (single 
residence A) zoning districts, which 
includes the downtown area where 
O’Hara lives. 

Planning Board members recom- 
mended disapproval of the article, say- 
ing they wanted to study the issue more 
thoroughly. 

“Tt could have an unforeseen adverse 
impact on property owners,” said Plan- 
ning Board Chairman Michael Miller.

Tufts Hes 
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Planners voted to increase setbacks 
in other zoning areas of town two years 
ago, but did not include the SRA district 
because most of the undeveloped lots 
were relatively small. 

Selectmen voted to approve the arti- 
cle because they felt it would serve to 
protect existing neighborhoods, and 
complement the previously increased 
setbacks in other zones. 

Miller added that planners want to 
take a comprehensive look at what offi- 
cials can do to prevent “mansionization” 
throughout town, not just in one district. 

“We are committed to studying vari- 
ous possible solutions and come back 
with a proposal at next year’s town 
meeting,” Miller says. 

O’Hara said she was pleased to hear 
planners wanted to address the issue for 
the entire town. 

“This is just a start. We want to put a 
stake in the ground and say we want bet- 
ter zoning control,” she said. 

Voters then defeated Article 55, the 
Open Space Residential Bylaw, proposed 
by the Planning Department.

Planners say the article would not 
allow any more homes to be built than is 
already allowed under traditional subdi- 
vision regulations. 

Residents who spoke against the arti- 
cle disagreed. 

Pat D’Ambra of Jenkins Road said the 
bylaw would encourage development 
where it would not other wise go. 

“T think the cluster subdivision is 
great for 10 acres and up, but below that, 
all (the bylaw) is going to do is encour- 
age a lot of subdivisions going in where 
they have a hard time going now,” she 
says. 

Planning Director Steve Colyer said 
the bylaw would only allow the cluster 
subdivisions on the lots where a conven- 
tional subdivision could legally be built. 

The motion was still defeated by a

the town, and to continue the fight with a 
lawsuit charging that the tower is a nui- 
sance to the neighborhood. 

Tuesday night, Scarborough with- 
drew her citizen article, which had asked 
Town Meeting voters for $40,000 to help 
fund the lawsuit against Nextel. 

However, since the Board of Select- 
men had voted before Town Meeting not 
to participate in the lawsuit, but only to 
send letters to the court on her behalf, 
there was no sense in “padding the legal 
budget” just to allow the town to do what 
it had already promised, Scarborough 
said. 

“This may appear to be the politically 
correct solution, but in fact it does little 
or nothing in supporting our fight to 
save our neighborhood,” she said. 

Scarborough and her husband Kris 
had appealed a decision of the Lawrence 
Zoning Board of Appeals, which allowed 
the cell tower to be installed in Lawrence 
close to the Scarborough’s home at 13 
Shepley Street. 


“Plaintiffs clearly filed their appeal 
after the expiration of the state limita- 
tion period, therefore their claim is 
moot,” Merrick wrote. 

The Scarboroughs argued that since 
they were not properly notified, they did 
not have the opportunity to appeal with- 
in the appeal period. 

Scarborough says she was not sur- 
prised by the dismissal of the case, and 
considers it just part of the process. She 
plans to file a suit against Nextel for nui- 
sance, even though the tower has since 
been sold to SpectraSite of Cary, N.C. 

And that’s not all that’s selling. Scar- 
borough says her family sold their home 
on Shepley street at 15 percent below its 
assessed value after the house was on 
the market for seven months. The couple 
and their two children bought a home on 
Lincoln Circle that Scarborough says is 
in disrepair and has less land. 

While their home is assessed at 
$141,500, and the Scarboroughs sold for 
$205,000, she says that included an addi- 
tional lot of land, and that their asking 
price had started at $239,900. 

Two other homes on Shepley Street 
have sold in the last six months: 5 Shep- 
ley St., assessed at $160,900, and sold in

January for $165,000; and 11 Shepley St., 
assessed at $170,600, sold last December 
for $206,500. The Andover assessor’s 


office says those assessments were done 
at 100 percent of market value as of Jan. 
1, 1998. 

The Scarborough family considered 
moving out of Andover to Reading or 
Wakefield until Kris Scarborough got a 
new job in Andover, Patricia Scarbor- 
ough says. 

She argues that the selling of the 
tower proves that Nextel did not choose 
the site of the tower for its appropriate- 
ness, but to sell it. 

When she brought the case to the 
attention of State Senator Sue Tucker, 
Tucker tried to help arrange a deal 
between Nextel and the nearby Brick- 
stone Square building to move the tech- 
nology from the tower to the office build- 
ing, but Nextel sold the tower before any 
agreement was made, says a spokesman 
for Tucker, who added that the senator’s 
Office is talking with the new tower 
Owner about making a similar arrange- 
ment. 

According to Scarborough, Nextel 
made $280,000 profit on the sale of the 
tower as part of a deal that included 2000 
towers at $560 million. 

The Nextel tower was erected in April 
1998.

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A whiff of trouble in Lawrence? Pedals ... 


By Taylor Armerding 

The proponents of a proposed plant that would 
convert food waste into fertilizer just across the 
Andover line in Lawrence say it would be pollu- 
tion-free. But word of the plan already has some 
Andover residents worried about air quality — as 
in odor. 

International Bio-Recovery Corp. (IBRC) of 
North Vancouver, British Columbia, has 
received tentative approval from the Lawrence 
Redevelopment Authority to purchase about 8.5 
acres in the Lawrence Riverfront Industrial Park 
for a $30-million plant. 

Two Andover residents who declined to be 
identified called the Townsman earlier this week 
about the plant, one complaining that “things 
like this happen before anybody knows about it.” 

But Bill Luster, director of planning and 
development in Lawrence, says the proposal is 
quite a way from being a done deal, and that 
Andover residents will be allowed to comment 
during a permitting process that will involve 
both the city and the state. 

While he says it is not yet entirely clear 
whether the proposed plant would need a special 
permit or a variance to operate, Luster says, 
“there is likely to be a state permitting process 
that we would encourage Andover residents to 
look closely at.” 

At a minimum, he says, the Town of 
Andover. as an abutter to the industrial park, 
would be notified about the need for various 
permits. 

Riverfront is off Andover and Glenn streets 
in Lawrence, close to Bulfinch Drive and River 
Road in Andover. 

Luster says he has been told that IBRC’s only 
existing plant, in North Vancouver, has had 
proolems with odor from the processing of the 
food. which involves removing any non-food 
items such as boxes, bottles and cans, and then 
dried into pellets of fertilizer. 

But he says the operation proposed for 
Lawrence would have two significant differ- 
ences: “In Lawrence, the process would be 
inside a building, instead of outside as it is in 
North Vancouver; and it will have the Cadillac 
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system of odor control, which is superior to the 
system they have in their other plant.” 

And Robert LaRochelle, of Andover, presi- 
dent of Andover Strategic Alliances and the 
local representative for IBRC, says the odor 
problems, even with the North Vancouver 
plant, are in the past. 

“This was a new technology,” he says, “and 
as is the case with anything new, it took some 
time to perfect it.” 

He says the last time the plant had any odor 
problem was more than a year ago, and that the 
new plant will be a “showcase,” for the compa- 
ny’s efforts to locate plants throughout the U.S. 

“We want to make sure that when people 
come in and talk to the Andover town manager 
or the mayor of Lawrence that this plant will get 
rave reviews,” he says. 

LaRochelle, a former aide to Congressman 
Martin Meehan, adds that he has lived in 
Andover all his life, and wouldn’t jeopardize his 
reputation over something like this. 

“If I thought there was a chance of this dis- 
rupting neighborhoods, there is no way I would 
do this in my own back yard,” he says. 

Still, Luster Says he suspects the city will 
send a group to North Vancouver to “put it to 
the true test.” He said the group would probably 
include a member of the Board of Health, and 
perhaps a representative from one of the busi- 
nesses now operating at Riverfront, “since 
they’ll be a neighbor.” 

In general, Luster says the city’s support will 
depend on its evaluation of environmental 
impacts. “If we can determine that there will be 
no offensive odors, then it’s something we'll 
support,” he says. 

The company says it would employ about 65 
people in an 80,000-square-foot building. It esti- 
mates it would pay about $150,000 per year in 
property taxes, and another $300,000 to the city 
for serving as a host site. 

And LaRochelle has one more point to make 
in its favor. “This is something that is clean and 
green — the kind of thing that environmental- 
ists will embrace,” he says. “It’s about recy- 
cling.”

Larsen says his biggest concern is that people 
don’t have the time any more to appropriately han- 
dle a town meeting with nearly 100 articles. Because 
they’re worried about getting to “their” article, some 
people push to speed through other issues by ending 
debate prematurely, he suggests. 

“The biggest issue is the amount of business. 
When you have pressure and you have to move on, 
that’s when you have incivility,” says Larsen. “When 
people have strong feelings just below the surface, 
they tend to express those feelings.” 

That’s why Larsen suggests a temporary solution 
of creating two annual meetings. 

“Since 1991, it seems to me I’ve watched Town 
Meeting become less civilized and I've watched the 
amounts of money grow and the issues we've had to 
deal with become so much more complex,” says 
Larsen. “This sewer project was a major decision. It’s 
no small project. That could have been a meeting all 
by itself. But Town Meeting can’t afford to do that.” 

Larsen is correct that the number of issues, and 
money discussed, is growing with each Town Meet- 
ing. In fact, the number of warrant articles has 
grown during seven of the last nine years, from 50 in 
1991, to 98 this year. 

Larsen wants to make sure each article gets due 
consideration. 

“Each year, the money is going up. The price of 
projects is going up. And I watch the casualness and 
rapidity (with which) Town Meeting approves these 
(articles),” says Larsen. “Td like to see people sweat a 
little and rub their foreheads before they spend $1 
million. 

“Tm not sure people have the patience and civility 
to do this.” 

Of course, all the hand-wringing over Town Meet- 
ing’s future is nothing new. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski says a town group studied Town Meet- 
ing about 15 years ago, and he thinks it’s appropriate 
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that such a study take place again. 

“I always think there’s room for improvement, 
and if you look at these questions, they come up 
every 15 years,” says Stapczynski. 

Back in February, selectmen were already dis- 
cussing the possibility of creating two Town Meet- 
ings because of the increasing number of issues 
debated at each Town Meeting. (“Get ready for Town 
Meeting times two?” Townsman, Feb. 4.) 

The tone of this year’s Town Meeting has just 
drawn more attention to the issue. 

It was that tone that caused Robert S. Zollner, a 
local attorney and Andover resident for 45 years, to 
take the Town Meeting floor Monday night before 
any business had been conducted. He chided some of 
those who spoke during the second night of Town 
Meeting two weeks earlier, saying they had been 
“mean” and “vicious.” 

“At Town Meeting and at other official meetings, I 
have heard disagreements calmly voiced, and pas- 
sionately stated. I have heard disagreements stri- 
dently put. 

“But until the last session of this Town Meeting, 
on April 27, I never had been to a mean Town Meet- 
ing, to a meeting where disagreement became, it 
seemed, vicious.” 

Zoliner said later he has no problem with con- 
tentious Town Meetings. “But this went beyond 
that,” he said. 

“When two people got up and explicitly said ‘You 
can’t trust town officials,’ I thought it went beyond 
the nature of debate.” 

Zollner appeared to be talking about some Shaw- 
sheen residents, partially led by Dave McDermitt, 
who criticized the town for the way it tried to put 
lights on a neighborhood field. 

McDermitt stands by his comments. 

“It’s basic common courtesy that participants in 
Town Meeting be civil and courteous. Every citizen 
has a right to be heard. However, it’s also our civic 
duty to demand good government. When the town’s 
elected officials and employees trample on the rights 
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of local residents, they deserve to be 
called on the carpet,” says McDermitt. 

“The Shawsheen lights issue is a 
blatant example of town government at 
its worst. Our neighborhood was 
deceived by town government. This 
experience should be a warning to all 
neighborhoods that residents must be 
vigilant and involved.” 

But McDermitt says, personally, he 
believes it may be time for a “more effi- 
cient,” representative form of govern- 
ment. 

For his part, Zollner says he has 
always thought of Town Meeting as 
“more fun than a barrel of monkeys — 
the best entertainment you can get off 
Broadway.” 

Zollner says he is not sure modify- 
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ing the current open town meeting for- 
mat, will resolve the problems that 
now exist — a warrant usually 100 or 
more articles long, with some people 
frustrated that they are not allowed to 
speak and others frustrated that too 
many people are allowed to speak for 
too long. 

“Tt bears serious thought,” he says. 
“Right now you can have 200 people 
voting a $10-million bond. 

“But if we change, we might change 
just change one ill for another.” 

“Td like to keep (Town Meeting) if 
we could. If nothing else I hope this is a 
wake-up call for people,” says Larsen. 
“History is going to pass us by if we 
can’t find the will and resolve to save 
it.”

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cars, including two police cruisers. 

Mitchell is now being held without bail. He 
faces a dangerousness hearing today, Thurs- 
day, in Lawrence District Court. If the court 
finds Mitchell to be a danger to society he can 
be held for another 90 days without bail, says 
Steve O’Connell, District Attorney’s office 
spokesman. 

Police say Mitchell, who gave a local 
address of 700 Bulfinch Drive, reportedly the 
home of an ex-girlfriend, told them he had 
injected cocaine before his weekend drive, 
during which he briefly traded his Lincoln for 
an even more conspicuous vehicle — an ice- 
cream truck. 

Despite the lengthy chase, police say no 
one was seriously injured Saturday. 


Lengthy chase 
Police say they first heard of a problem 
with Mitchell on Saturday shortly before 2 
p.m., after several people called to report 
someone driving erratically through town. 

MacKenzie, the officer in command at the 
time, says police received at least three calls 
about a dangerous driver, first on Route 133 
near Tewksbury, then on Dascomb Road and 
finally on Lovejoy Street, where residents 
said someone had driven 
over their back yard. 

“From what I hear, 
they were on the porch 
having a cookout,” says 
MacKenzie. 

“Then we got a call 
that someone was steal- 
ing an ice cream truck at 
John’s Deli (now Larry 
D’s’ Village Deli on 
Andover  Street),” he 
says.

Mitchell and Souran 
“Sam” Der Ananian, of 
Andover, who was dri- 
ving the family’s Sunny 
Boy ice cream truck, 
drove together for a short 
time, before Mitchell 
apparently changed his 
mind about being in the 
truck, and told Der Anan- 
ian to return to Larry D’s. 
Mitchell arrived at the 
deli just as police were 
responding to the call 
there, jumped into his 
own car and the chase 
was on. 

Andover’s Planning 
Director Steve Colyer, of 
Argilla Road near Larry 
D’s, says he saw a police 
car fly by in one direc- 
tion, and then reverse 
direction to chase 
Mitchell and two other 
police cars already tailing 
Mitchell. 

“Tt was like a scene 
out of a movie,” he says. 

“Later, I happened to 
drive the route and I 
could see the black tire 
marks,” he says. “That 
was quite a little scene.” 
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Mitchell led police on a chase 
through several Andover 
streets, through downtown 
Andover, and onto a playing 
field at Phillips Academy. He 
collided with cars along the way; 
including police cars trying to 
stop him. Two officers suffered 
injuries, with Kevin Burke 
injuring his hand and Mickey 
Connors hurting his back. 

The chase interrupted a 
beautiful May day and could be 
heard throughout Andover by 
children playing in soccer 
games and adults working in 
their yard. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski was one of those 
who had a close look at the 
chase as it passed a soccer game 
of 8-year-olds at Doherty Middle : 
School. repalr. 

“I was coaching the soccer game and it 

was halftime. All of a sudden we heard the 
sirens and saw the lights,” says Stapczynski. 

“Tt was obvious something important was 
happening,” he says. “We were worried the 
car could have come up on the field. We were 
all making sure the kids on the team were 
safe.” 

MacKenzie says he was the only officer left 
in the station as the chase developed. Eventu- 
ally, he went outside and directed the chase

MacKenzie hit the tire, but Mitchell kept 
going. State police had set up a roadblock fur- 
ther down North Main Street and were ready 
to use stop sticks, says Pattullo. Stop sticks 
puncture the tires of speeding vehicles, and 
police use them to bring vehicles to a quick 
stop. 

But before Mitchell could reach the state 
police roadblock, he turned into Shawsheen 
Plaza. It was there that he was finally arrested 
after a five-car collision. 

While gunfire is rare in Andover, veteran 
sergeant MacKenzie says Saturday was not 
the first time he’s had to fire his weapon. In 
1976 he shot two bank robbers at Lawrence 
Savings Bank in Shawsheen Square. As an 
executive officer on a regional SWAT team, 
he also once shot a jewelry store robber in 
Westford, he says.

ly even before we become involved at all... 
There was just a total disregard (on his part) 
for anybody else.” 

“In this instance, this guy was doing his 
thing before we even started to chase him,” 
says MacKenzie. “I have two kids who are 
downtown, and my wife was grocery shop- 
ping at Market Basket. Police officers worry 
about (safety), too.” 

Pattullo says Andover police do “back off 
chases all the time,” to avoid dangerous situ- 
ations, but it depends on the circumstance. 

“If you don’t chase anyone then you leave 
yourself open, and everyone is going to run 
away from you,” he says. 


Numerous charges 

After Mitchell was arrested, police say he 
was subdued. 

“He was very quiet,” says MacKenzie. 
“He didn’t say too much. He’s been around. 
He has quite a record.” 

That record could become longer, 
because Mitchell’s charges for his Saturday 
adventure include 13 counts of leaving the 
scene of an accident after causing property 
damage. 

He is also charged with three counts of 
assault, three counts of assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon (his car), larceny 
of a motor vehicle, driving under the influ- 
ence of drugs, failing to stop for police, giv- 
ing a false name to police, driving negligent- 
ly so as to endanger, and driving with a sus- 
pended license.

Pueblo of Jemez tribal and religious leaders 
will commemorate this solemn event at a cere- 
mony next Thursday, May 20, at 1:30 p.m. at 
the Robert S. Peabody Museum of Archaeolo- 
gy at Phillips Academy. The museum is locat- 


| ed on the corner of Main and Phillips streets 


on the campus of Phillips Academy, 180 Main 
St. 

Robert S. Peabody Museum officials and 
Pueblo of Jemez leaders will sign documents 
transferring title of the remains and objects 
from the control of the museum to the Pueblo 
of Jemez. Demonstrating a new spirit of coop- 
eration and collaboration, they will also sign a 
long-term curatorial agreement allowing a 
number of the non-sacred burial objects to 
continue to be housed at and cared for by the 
Robert S. Peabody Museum and by Pecos 
National Historical Park, Pecos, N.M. 

The 45-minute signing event, which will 
include prayers and statements from Jemez 


religious leaders, will be followed by a press 
conference.
